To Whom It May Concern: 

This letter responds to your letter dated February 27, 2019 regarding processing 
fees for items 5 through 16 in the above-referenced FOIA Request, dated January 15, 2019. 

With regard to the processing fees, GSA is prohibited from charging any such 
fees under the OPEN Government Act of 2007. This FOIA Request is dated January 15, 2019 
and GSA acknowledged receipt on January 18,2019 at 8:08 AM. GSA’s 20-day statutory time 
period ran on February 15, 2019. Even if GSA’s 20-day statutory time period ran from January 
25, 2019, the date that Government appropriations were restored, the statutory time period ran on 
February 25, 2019. As such, GSA did not comply with the time limitations under FOIA and may 
not assess such processing fees. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(A)(viii); see also Bensman v. Nat 7 
ParkServ., 806 F. Supp. 2d 31, 38 (D.D.C. 2011). 

Although S.P. Plaza, LLC is not required to pay any fees, it will prioritize certain 
employees’ records and keywords within items 5 through 16 of the Request to expedite 
processing. Below are the priority requests for initial processing. S.P. Plaza, LLC is in no way 
withdrawing its other requests and reserves the right to request such records after this initial 
processing.
